be, his gracious Majeſty would be pleaſed, ro hear- 
ken to the faithfull advice of His two great Coun- 
cels, by ſigning the Propoſitions, and taking the 
Covenant, thart ſo the diftrations of the Church of 
England, may be fully compoſed, and the purity of 
Religion firmely eſtabliſhed , within His Majeſtics 
Realmes and Dominions. 

And to this end, the Eftates of Scotland, do freely 
and unanimouſly concurre with the Parliament of 
England, for the humble adviſing of his Majeſty to 
condiſcend to theſe their Propoſitions, viz, |
